A (GAOL J DIIID OF PREY. 

ItisRU old saying, "Scratch a Pus- 
sian and you'll find a Tartar beneath 
the skin." We have not scratched our 
contemporary, but we have pricked his 
hide with the sharp point of a pen and 
exposed — a -gaol bird ■ This fellow^ 
reeking with the moral foulness which 
attaches to his class, for many months 
has been filling the dual role of n mem- 
ber of the Y. P, Brigade and editor of 
the Standard. Por services rendered 
of a questionable character he has re- 
cently been promoted by the Premier, 
who.knoVvs well how to reward those 
who perform his dirty work, to the 
position of " trusty " in the gaol. "Set 
a thief to catch a thief," is as old a say- 
ing as the a])horism concerning the 
Pusaiau. But outside of Victoria no one 
ever heard of one gaol-bird being set to 
loafcA another. That is an experiment 
which has been tried here with a 
" gaol delivery " as the result. It will 
hardly bo a comforting rellection for 
the well-disposed people of Victoria to 
know that during the silent watchcii of 
the night the custody of thirty or forty 
criminals of every hue of immorality, is 
entrusted to a follow who not long ago 
occupied one of the identical cells which 
in grim iriockery of justice he is now 
set to guard, and who, in place of pay- 
ing that strict attention to duty which 
the law exacts, is engaged in inditing 
editorials for the Standard in defence 
of the nefarious acts of the publish- 
er and chief patron of that publi- 
cation. The escape of Myers may well 
cause people to shudder as thoy think 
of what might be the consequence if all 
the criminals were to break away at 
once. It is not strange that when the 
Standard people wanted an editor they 
selected him from the ^rbage-hcap in 
the prison. The work he was required 
to do was of the sort, that needed a 
moral scavenger, and the tone of the 
paper, shows ihat they were wi.50 in the 
selection.

Thc! case of "Phillip.s against Phil 
li]).';," which came incidentally before 
the ('^uci'ii'.s Bench Diviaion yesterday, 
is likely, when it i.s finally put into 
slmpp for trial, to disclose more tlian 
one point of general interost. In tlie 
first place tlie claim is for estates v.ilu- 
ed at about J.'20,000 a year. Tn tho 
.secoml place, it is a family (pinrrel. 
In thc third plnco, it iiromi.sos to i)rc- 
seiit tlio iiiildiy-romantic featurea of a 
lost deed and an unackiiowlodgcd 
daughter. Tlie matters in disjmto 
include certain limitations made by tlic 
owner of the property' so far back ns 
the year 17G4; and the defendant, who 
is, of courso, in iiossn.ssion, rost.s his 
title, .so far as he may bo said to liavo 
disclosed it, under certain other lim- 
itations made in the year IS2o. Two 
of lho [irincipal facts alleged in tho 
statement of claim ax*o that tho first 
Lord Milford, by deed executed after 
this will, devised his estates ultimately 
to the heirs of Gen. Phillip.s, whom 
plaintiir re]iresent.s, which deed cannot 
1)0 found, and that a certain Eulkely 
Phillips, who liad a life interest in thc 
property,- died without male issue, 
though it is not said lliat ha had no 
daughter. One of the fact.s adniittcd 
on both sides is that tbe .second Lord 
jMilford acquired a title by remaining 
for twenty years in wronful possession, 
ami tlio genealogical intricacy of the 
case is comjilicated by the natural re- 
fusal of tlio people in possession to say 
what tlicir title is. It is sufliciently 
evident, however, that a good deal must 
turnuponthe deed wliicb thosocond Lord 
Milford is said to have executed, and 
something will probably depend upon 
thc question whether Bnlkeley Phil- 
lips really died without lawful issue. 
The matter came before Mi*. Justice 
Field and Mr. Justice Manisty yester 
day, on ilcmurrer to the statement of 
claim, it being contended that the deed 
as described by the ])laintifi', contained 
a provision which wao in law impossi- 
ble. Leave, however, was given to 
amend tliis as an error, and tho demur- 
rer was accordingly withdrawn. It 
would be improper at this stage to 
couiiiient further upon the case, but it 
will probably turn out to be a rather 
exciting story. — Times.

Unpleasant rumors are current in 
London as to the last years of the life 
of the ill-fated j^young-n Abyssinian 
Prince, Dejaziiiatah Aluraaiijou. It ii 
persistently said that he was not fit, 
physically or mentally, for the life of a 
public schoolboy at I'ugby, and that 
his intellect becoming more feeble as he 
grew up, made him more and more the 
butt of unsympathetic and tiioughtless 
school fellows. 

A shocking murder was perpetrated 
on the I9th, near the village of Mas- 
side, between Ballymoney aud Bally- 
castle, county Antrim, The victim 
was a farmer, named James iMcVicker, 
and the murderer was his nephew, Ho- 
bort jNEcVicker, who committed suicide 
yesterday .morning by throwing, him- 
self hea^d foi'ooiost into ni* narrow woU 
close to tho house. Tiic parties aro 
.laid to have had n dispute about mo- 
ney. The nnirder was cominittC(l with 
a hatchet. 

Park ITall, near iivesliaui, thc seat 
of Lord Yarmouth, Si.P.y has been to- 
tally destroyed by fire,Vcaused"by the 
overheating of . a .ilue. The greater 
part of tho valuable furniture was res 
cued, most of it having been removed 
before tho fire got ahead. Tho engines 
remainerl a'.l night. There was a large 
number of willing workmen present, 
and perhaps none worked with more 
zeal than Lord Yarmouth and Lord 
Ernest Seymour. His Lordship, with 
a number of other persons, had a nar- 
row escape of injury from a falling 
chimney, 

Hcatlicoat's ilills at Loughborough, 
Eng., a factory which has for two gen- 
erations been the centre of many pain- 
ful as.soeiatins, has been totally destroy- 
ed by fire. The founder, IMr. Ileatli- 
coate, in 1809 invented an iuiproved 
twist lace machine that virtually revo- 
lutionized the industry. The introduc- 
tion of these labor-saving machines led- 
to the Liiddito outrages, and in 1816 a 
gang from Nottingham, armed with 
pistols, hatchets and axes, attacked 
Iloathcoat's mill, overpowered the arm- 
ed watchmen, shot and injured one of 
them named Asher, destroyed fifty-five 
costly frames, cut and burnt the lace, 
and did damage to the amount of .£10,- 
000. Some accomplices iu the outrage 
gave evidence against their compan- 
ions, and nt Loicostcr Assizes s\k men 
were sentenced to death on a charge of 
shooting -with intent to murder. They 
were ctecuted at tho New Bride-virell in 
Leicester, and it is a noteworthy fact 
that at those assizes twenty-three men 
were condemned to the punishment of 
death. The six Luddites were hanged 
with a man whose crime -was that of 
setting tire to a stick of oats. The 
action of the Luddites drove the manu- 
facture from Loughborough to Tiver- 
ton, where Mr. Heatlicont amassed a 
princely fortune. 

A' gentleman almost as well known 
in connoctiou -with the London press 
as Mr. Delano — I mean Mr. Serjeant 
Cox — died suddenly on iloiiday night. 
He was a remai'kably active man in 
promoting the innocent social enjoy- 
ment of per.sons in bis neighborhood, 
and on tbe same evening he had been 
giving a reading of the trial scene from 
"Pickwick'' at a "penny reading" near 
his residence at Mill Hill, London, and 
was then apparently in tbe best of 
health, tie returned homo with his 
family, and half an hour afterwards 
was found dead in an easy-chair in his 
library. Mr, Cox was in the seventieth 
year of his age, and ho had for nine 
years past held the office of deputy -as- 
sistant Judge at the Middlesex Session, 
lie was a just and upright judge, and 
was learned in the criminal law, though 
lie had never had much practice at 
Nisi Priu.s. 

Mr. Sergeant Cox, who lately died 
in England, was about the tiftli largest 
newspaper proprietor in London. He 
owned the Fkld, which is immensely 
valuable; the Queen, also a splendid 
property, and a law journal, -which has 
a large circulation. 

At Oldham, England, last week an 
infernal iiiacliiiie fi!lcd with gunpowder 
and other exl)los^^■es was found sus- 
pended to the door of a School Board 
officer named Nield. When Miss Nield 
opened thc door the machino exploded 
and severely injured the young woman.

Bb it enacted by tlio Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as. follows: 

"^;f^.>-.l.^'It^9hall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
py, or Buffer to bo ocoupied, as ii lUvclling 
any room unless the following rcquiro- 
nionts aro complied with, that id to say: 
Ca^ Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic feet of space 
for each person occupying tho sauiu. 
Unless such room has a window 
made to open in/a manner approved 
by tho Board of Health or Health 
Officer of tho City. 
• fc.) Unless there is appurtenant to sucli 
room the use of a water closet, cartli 
closet or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tho satis- 
faction of the Ijoard of Ifcalth or 
Health Ollicer of tlio City. 

2. Any person who lots, occupies, or 
knowingly sufiors to bo occui)io(l, any 
room contraiy to llio provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liable for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding $50, in 
the 'discretion of any Justice of tho Peace 
before whom ho may bo convicted. 

3. Any room in which any pcr.son passes 
the night, or tho princix^al part of tho 

: night; shall be deemed to bo occupied as a 
dwolliiig within tho meaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Where two convictiniis against tlie 
provisions of this IJylaw relating to the 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three mouths (wlicthor 
the persons so convicted wore or wero not 
the same) any Justice* of .the Peace may 
direct the closing of the room so occupied, 
brof tho promises to which it belongs, for 
'Buoh tinio as ho may deem necessary, oj 

■y may empower tho Board of Health or 
Health Oilicer of tho City permanently to 
close the same. 

5. Tliis Bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as " The Dwclling.s Bylaw, 1879."
